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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Applicants' representative on 04/22/08. Claim 1 should be changed as following: 

1. (Currently amended) A touch sensitive apparatus, comprising: a touch plate; 

a plurality of sensors coupled to the touch plate, each of the sensors configured to 
sense bending waves in the touch plate; 

an excitation transducer coupled to the touch plate and configured to induce 
bending waves in the touch plate; 

a plurality of active buffer circuits, each of the active buffer circuits respectively 
coupled to one of the sensors , wherein each of the active buffer circuits comprises a field 
effect transistor ; and 

a controller coupled to the sensors via the active buffer circuits and to the 
excitation transducer via a non-actively buffered connection, the controller configured to 
compute information related to a touch on the touch plate responsive to sense signals 
received by the sensors.
